$250,000 to the county of Los Angeles, 
seven men accused by the grand jury of 
conspiracy and fraud in connection with 
the overissue of Julian Petroleum Cor- 
poration stock have been duly and for- 
mally found not guilty. From state- 
ments of the jurors and of observers at 
the long and wearisome trial, it is plain 
that the failure to fix the responsibility 
for the gigantic fraud was due to no 
laxity on the part of the judge or the

PRESIDENT’S VETOES 

No one who reads the President's 
scathing veto message of the McNary- 
Haugen “farm relief” bill can doubt 
either that Calvin Coolidge is a man 
who means what he says, or that he can- 
not be swerved from what he considers 
his duty by thoughts of political ex- 
pediency. Hardly, either, can any lin- 
gering feeling remain that the President 
has been, after all, insincere in his re- 
fusals to seek another term of office. It 
is a strange paradox that the very char- 
acteristics in the recent Presi- 
dential vetoes are those which make 
him such a public favorite and at the 
same time demonstrate how hopeless is 
the “draft Coolidge” movement. The 
President is at once the best vote-getter 
in his party and the one man whose 
candidacy cannot be considered because 
he will not permit it. 

The President’s comment on the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill is more than a veto 
message; it is an exposition of economic 
fundamentals, an analysis of the fiat 
theory, and searching and caustic com- 
ment on the absurdity of trying to cure 
overproduction by setting up conditions 
which would bring about more produc- 
tion. If Senator McNary,.who is quoted 
as declaring that the message proves the 
President “unsympathetic with the 
farmer and uninformed as to his prob- 
lems” will read the message he will dis- 
cover that the President is unsympa- 
thetic only with fallacy and that he is 
fully informed both about the farmer 
and his problems and about the disas- 
trous effect this specious piece of legis- 
lation would have upon the farmer and 
the nation. The President's proof that 
the measure would ruin industry with- 
out aiding agriculture must seem con- 
clusive to anyone who considers it dis- 
passionately. 

He put his finger on the basic difi- 
culty with the McNary-Haugen scheme 
when he declared: “The real objective 
of the plan in this bill is to raise domes- 
tic prices to artificially high levels by 
governmental price fixing and to dump 
the surplus abroad.” The process of rea- 
soning by which the President cut 
through successive layers of camouflage 
and bunk to reach this kernel is too long 
to be repeated here; those who doubt 
that the bill seeks to produce this evi- 
dently undesirable result will find their 
answer in the message. Nor did he con- 
fine himself to destructive criticism; in 
the closing paragraphs he outlined a 
practicable farm-relief plan. 

“I have believed at all times,” he said, 
“that the only sound basis for further 
Federal government action in behalf of 
agriculture would be to encourage its 
adequate organization, to assist in build- 
ing up marketing agencies and facilities 
in the control of the farmers themselves. 
T want to see them undertake, under 
their own management, the marketing
